Etchison, suddenly looked ronnd and found u

plstol polnted ot his back. He had but the

alternative of warding off the shot. Louaot
turned quickly, and in throwing up his arm
the ]ilt(clll exploded, the ball wmking offect in the
left hand, breaking the finger. unt planted
his fist upon Etchison's nose, sm the bridge
and Knocking the individunl down? unt then
peized the pistol, and catching Etchison by the
throat, put the pistol at his head, remarking,
“You —— scoundrel, you ought to have your
brains blown out, but I spare your life for the
snke of your family.," The employes of tho car
peized the combatants and were about to sepa-
rate them, meanwhile two pollcemen appeared
and took the parties nto custody, There werea
number of ladies in the car.
